the old law. It will now be impossi- 
ble to secure a license until a motor 
vehicle is equipped with tome anti- 
glare device. To take care of the 
cars that have already been licensed 
for 1130, the new measure permits 
state trooper* and other police au- 
thorities to examine a car on the 
road in the daytime and if it is not 
properly equipped, the driver may be 
arrested. 


"Nearly every motorist has one 


time or another encountered the 
daizllng light on the road at night. 
Last year there were 1,270 fatal au- 
tomobile accidents, a number of 
which were directly caused by blind- 
ing lights. The Glllett-Towner bills 
win lescen this menace in a large de- 
gree, and no longer will tbe careful 
motorist be afraid to take hit car out 
at night.
